Wben 
dried it takes the form of flaky yellow 
crystala: In this shape or dissolved in 
alcohol or glycerin It wfll remain vat 
altered and will preserve its (tolsonona 
properties for an ludeQjilte period. No 
satisfactory chemical analysis has ever 
been made of it, but It seems to be a 
very complex alboaalnoaa WMnpound. 
A cnrioiis discovery recently made la 
that the blood of venomous serpents to 
Itself poisonous, containing as It does 
the prlp^les that are concentrated In 
the secretion of the venom glands. 

Venomous snaljes are themselves ab- 
solutely venom proof, ttattlesuakes 
dosed by Injectlea with large quautt 
ties of th^ own or other veuom have 
shown not the slightest 111 effects. An- 
other remiu-kal lc fact is that serpent 
venom Is harmless to Luman beings or 
other animals if taken intenuilly. The 
late Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell found that 
one-fourth of a drop of rattlesnake 
poison would kill a iilge<->n if given by 
hypodermic injection, but a pifreon fed 
wtfH gix drops a day for three Kueces- 
slTe days suffered not at all In conse- 
quence. 

Frofessor Maugill, a i-ioueer Investi- 
gator in this line, Imd an assistant 
who boldly swallowed all tbe veuom 
that cuuld be extracted from four large 
vipers. -No bad eflfect» followed. The 
same n,-ii:itivf nsiilt was noted by 
Professor Baird, at tht t time secretary 
of tbe Smithsonian institution, who ate \ 
the venom glands of a rattlesnake. As 
recently ascertained, serpent veiiom in 
such circumstances is barmlfss. be- 
cause it cannot pass through the mu- 
cous membrane that Hues the stomach, > 
and it undergoes changes during dl- i 
gestion that allow It to enter the blood 
as an innoeooBS snbManca.— firtfy 
Week.
